This is to advise you that we are iniliaiing proceedings to debar you frorii paJticipating in 
Uniled Slates Government procurement activities. This notice is given pursuam to 
Federal Acquisition Regulation (FAR) 9-400-3 et seg. The FAR is published in Title 48,. 
Code of Federal Regulations, Chapter 1 , 

Causes for debarment include; ''[A] conviction ._ for (1) Commission of fmud or a 
crinnna] offense in connectioii with - (i) obtaining, (li) aUcmpting to obtain; or (iii) 
performing a public contract or subcoolract/' [FAR 0,4()6~2(a)(] )] You were convicted of 
violating U,S.C. §1018, making a false writing in comicciion vviih an on~going 
prooiircmcoL As a result, I conclude thai this conviction meets the mininiurn 
requirements of this section to cunstituie s cause for debarment. 

SimilarKs ibis conviction is a cause for debannent under FAR 9.406»2{a)(5): [^• 
conviction for] ''Commission of any other offense itidicatiiig a lack of business iniegrit) 
or business honesty that seriously and directly affects the present responsibility of a 
Goveninient contractor or subcontractor/' 

In accordance with FAi^ 9,406"3{e)(4), you have a period of no more than 30 days after 
receipt of this notice to submii, in person, in writing, or through a rcprcsontaiivc, 
infomiation and argi^mcnt in opposition to the proposed dobanirietit, inckiding any 
specific information that raises genuine dispute over the material facts. The 
determination to debar will be based on pertinent documeiitatioti available for my review, 
including any infoniiation that you provide. Under the provisions of FAR 9.406-3(d), the 
debamienl decision will be made within 30 working days after receipt of any infomiation 
or argument you submit, 

FAR subsection 9,4()6-4(a) provides that if a debannent is imposed, it shah be 
cammensarate with the scnoiisncss of the causes for debannent atid shall not exceed 3 
years. 

The debannent may also apply to your place of employment in the event you arc 
employed as a "prineipar' as dtfmQd by the certification requirements under FAR 
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52.,209«5(a)(2). This FAR section states: ^Trinoipals, for the purposes of this 
certification, means officerH; directars; owners; partners; and, persaiis having primary^ 
nunageinenl or supen^soty responsibilities within a business entiiy (e.g., general 
manager, plant manager, head of a subsidiary, division, or busina^s segment and sirailar 
posuions)/' 

Both a proposal for debarment and dcbamici^i iu:o cfrcciivc Ihroughoui ihe executive 
branch of the Govcnifficnt, and extend lo all divisions or other organisational elemeiHs of 
the contractor. Federal agencies will not solicit offers froni, or award contraciK to, 
coniraclors who have been proposed for dcbarmciit or debarred. Also, federal agencies 
will not renew or exictid CKisting contracts with, or consent to subcontracts with, a 
cDninicior pn^posed for (iebminent or debarred. Lastly, contractors proposed for 
debannenl or debarred arc exclydcd from condycling business with die Govenin-ient as 
mfwcncrxi^hvc^ i^r ligcoly of olher contractors. The above restrictions take effect unless 
the acquiring agency head or a designee detenriines in wWting that there is a compelling 
reason to waive them. Accordingly, this notice has the effect of a suspension (F/ ^^ 
9.405). _!--
